Mayor William Dee Becker an- 
nounced late yesterday that in line 
with his promise to the people to 
fill public positions with the best 
men available he had asked Ray- 
mond R. Tucker to continue as 
Commissioner of Smoke Regula- 
tion and Tucker had consented .to 
do so. 

Tucker also will continue in. his 
present position as Director of 
Public Safety until his successor 
is appointed and qualified, the 
Mayor said. 

Tucker’s present salary is "$8000 
a year, the compensation fixed by 
the City Charter for the office of 
Director of Public Safety. He does 
not receive a separate salary as 
Smoke Commissioner. However, 
when he gives up the Directorts 
post, his salary as Smoke Commis- 
sioner will be $6000 a year. 

Tucker has been Director of 
Safety only since February, hav- 
ing been appointed -by Mayor 
Dickmann to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of George W. 
Chadsey. 

As Smoke Commissioner under 
Mayor Dickmann, Tucker helped 
to formulate the present effective 


smoke — ordinance, and 
his energetic and impartial en- 
forcement of that ordinance is 
credited with having been largely 
responsible for the remarkable 
progress in smoke elimination last 
winter. 

Tucker built ‘up the present force 
of smoke inspectors and other em- 
ployes of the Division of Smoke 
Regulation who have carried out 
the enforcement program. It is ex- 
pected this organization will re- 
main intact. 

Tucker first entered Mayor 
Dickmann’s administration as .sec- 
retary to the Mayor. After serv- 
ing in that capacity three years 
he was appointed to head the 
smoke department in 1937, He is a 
mechanical engineer and formerly 
was on the engineering faculty at 
Washington University. 

In making. the announcement, 
Mayor Becker recalled his cam- 
paign pledge to find the best men 
for the jobs. 

“I was sincere when I made this 
promise in my campaign for 
Mayor,” he said, “and I am _ ear- 
nestly determined to redeem my 
pledge to the people.” 


TORNADO STRKES 
GRAFTON, DAMAGE 
10 SX BUILDING 


$10,000 Loss, Telephone 
and Electric Service Dis- 
rupted—Woman Injured 
at Thayer, Ill 


A tornado which hit Grafton, 
Tl., at the confluence of the Mis- 
sissippi and Hlinois rivers, shortly 
before hoon. yesterday damaged six 
buildings and disrupted telephone 
and electric service, causing loss 
estimated at $10,000. 

Residents said the funnel-shaped 


cloud, accompanied by brief but 
torrential rain, approached the 
town from the southwest, with the 
lower part of the funnel appearing 
to scoop water from the river. 
After passing through the town’s 
small business section, the storm 
continued to the east and north, 
damaging homes and barns and 
Thayer, 60 miles northeast of 
Grafton, The only injur was to a 
woman at Thayer, struck on the 
head by a chimney brick. 

Roared “Like a Steamboat.” 
“The tornado came roaring down 
the river like a steamboat,” Dr. 
Harry G. Beatty, dentist told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “I was 
standing in front of a store and 
saw it hit the homes of William

MOSCOW, April 19 (AP). — The 
Soviet Union through the news- 


| paper Pravda, official mouthpiece 


of the Community Party, bluntly 
described the new Soviet-Japanese 
neutrality pact today as a be- 
wildering blow at the plans of 
United States and British inter- 
ests whom it accused of conspir- 
ing to draw Russia into war 
against Japan or Germany. 

Declaring that the fact had been 
under consideration for 10 years, 
Pravda said it was not directed 
against Germany and at the same 
time disclosed, without elabora- 
tion, that the Kremlin last No- 
vember refused a bid to become an 
Axis partner. 

Calling the Japanese-Russian 
agreement an instrument of peace 
which “creates a solid foundation 
for development of friendly rela- 
tions between the two states,” the 
Communist organ added: 

“This obvious fact did not suit 


‘the taste of those foreign political 


circles which are striving not to 
limit but to extend the atmosphere 
of war and, above all, to draw the 
Soviet Union into the orbit of 
War. ..-. 

“In the American press there 
appeared-~-even an official state- 
ment emanating from the State 
Department that ‘the significance 
of this pact is somewhat. exagger- 
ated; it merely formulates. on 
paper relations which lately have 
existed between these countries,’ 

“Nerves Giving Way.” 

“However, the attempt to belittle 
the importance of the Soviet-Jap- 
anese pact suffers a fiasco. The 
nerves of certain Anglo-American 
commentators are giving way.” 

Pravda asserted that British and 
American newspapers have begun 
to display “unexpected solicitude” 
for the interests of the two sig- 
natories, adding that “discussion is 
growing on the subject. of who 
benefits more from the pact—the 
U. 8. 8. R. or Japan.” 

“All arguments of the British 
and American press,” it went on, 
“lead one to conclude that, irre- 
spective of the extent to which 
the pact benefits Japan or the 
U. 8S. 8. R., it disturbed the plans 
of London ‘and —— politi- 
cians.” 

Pravda cited Washinghin reports 
to the effect that the United States 
had sought to improve its rela- 
tions with Moscow, hoping that 
strained Soviet-Japanese relations 
would deter Japan from attacking 
ritain’s South Pacific naval base 
at Singapore and the Dutch East 
Indies. 

“But.” it went on, “the ‘un- 
grateful’ Soviet Union failed to 
appreciate such an attitude toward 
itself.and concluded the pact with 
Japan, directed against extension 
of the war and against embroiling 
the Soviet Union in war. Isn't 
that annoying!” 

U. 8. Columnists Quoted. 

The newspaper said the “under- 
lying political motive of the 
‘friendly gestures’ of Washington 
toward the U. S. S. R.” was re- 
vealed by Washington correspond- 
ents Robert Kintner and Joseph 
Alsop. 

It also singled out an article by 
Walter Lippmann, which it said 
advanced the theory that the So- 
viet air force would threaten 
Japan while the Red army men 
aced Japanese armies in Manchou- 


kuo.

ATHENS ADMITS. 
TS FORGES FELL | 
BACK ON WEST 


Waves of German Infan- 
try ‘Mowed Down’ in 
Charges Up Slope, Eng- 
lish Say — Greek Pre-. 
mier’s Death a Suicide. 


ATHENS, Greece, April 20 (Sun- 
day). — The Greek high com- 
mand announced early today that 
the Germans hammering in unend- 
ing waves at the British-Greek line 
have “made a push towards the 
south.” 9— 

This was the first 
from here in 24 hours that the 


Germans had gained ground, both 
British and Greek reports up to 
mid-afternoon yesterday saying the 
Allies were holding fast against the 
Nazi assaults. 

(An Athens. radio broadcast of 
the communique quoted the high 
command as saying “as regards 
operations in Macedonia, a push 
of German forces was made to- 
wards the south.” 

(This retirement would be on the 
west side of the British-Greék Tine, 
The Germans had claimed an ad- 
vance on the east and the cap- 


rissa.) 
British Report. 
Earlier, the British had reported 
that the Allies were maintaining 
a solid, unbroken front against as- 


fantry divisions. 

“Despite all efforts, our front 
nowhere has been penetrated,” said 
a British. communique issued yes- 
terday this afternoon. It added 
that severe losses had been inflict- 
ed on the Germans and that many 
prisoners had been taken. 

On the Albanian front, the Greek 
high command ‘said Greeks falling 
back before the Italians had in- 
flicted heavy casualties on the Fas- 
cists in rear-guard actions. 

“Every time: the enemy attempt- 
ed to harass the movement of our 
units, they turned back and chased 
them,” the communique said. 

A Government spokesman said 
Greek artillery fire yesterday 
stopped an Italian attempt to ap- 
proach the lines and that Italian 
forces' moving toward Erseke-An- 
droliko were dispersed. Some pris- 
oners were taken also, he said. 

German columns which penetrat- 
ed Northern Greece from Bitolj 


able to advance yesterday from 
positions reached on Friday, the 
spokesman asserted. 

Greek Premier’s Suicide. 

Meanwhile,. it was announced 
that Premier Alexandros Korizis 
took his own life because of an- 
guish over Greece’s unequal strug- 
gle with Germany and Italy. 

The 56-year-old Premier, less 
than three months in office, shot 
himself Friday at his. home, 

An announcement yesterday said: 

“Korizis, having had a nervous 
breakdown as the result of the 
strain and emotion of the unequal 
struggle which Greece is waging 
against an army of two empires, 
ended his life.” 

It was announced that King 

George II, reserving to himself 
for the time being the presidency ‘ 
of the Council of Ministers, had 
entrusted Gen. Aléxander Mazara- 
kis with formation of a new Cab- 
inet, which will have a military 
character due to. the war circum- 
stances. 
' “Names of the new Ministers 
will be annotinced tomorrow when 
the new Cabinet will take the oath 
of allegiance and begin its duties 
immediately,” the announcement, 
said. 


Earlier the task of forming a 
new Government had been at- 
tempted unsuccessfully by Kostas 
‘Kotzias, former military governor 
of Athens. Gen, Kristos Kav- 
rakos was named military govern- 
or of the capital during the crucial 
period to insure stability. ! 

Nazi Assaults in Waves. . 

The British imperial] forces were 
fighting. shoulder to shoulder with 
the Greeks along the entire North- 
ern Greek fron t as waves of Ger- 
man infantry struggled up the 
rugged mountains in the full face 
f the murderous Allied fire.

HITLER AT THE FRONT 
ON BIRTHDAY, STUDIES 
CHARTS WITH GENERALS 


BERLIN, April 20 
(Sunday) (AP). 


DOLF HITLER celebrated 
Anis fifty-second’ birthday to- 

day and his Nazis hinted 
they had an important preesnt 
ready for him before the day 
was over. Last night it was 
disclosed the Fuehrer was some- 
where on the Balkan front “in 
vigorous health” and that he 
would pass today “at the chart 
table with his generals.” 

Paul Joseph Goebbels, Propa- 
ganda Minister, said.in a radio 
address on the eve of the Fueh- 
rer’s birthday, that Germany 
never had been more. sure of 
total triumph over its enemies. 

The average German, ‘he said, 
does not ask or care to know 
how Hitler proposes to achieve 
victory. Germany, he asserted, 
is confident of the wisdom and 
sureness of Hitler’s leadership 
and faith in German success is 
beyond all question. 

Commanders of the German 
forces of the air, land and sea 
proclaimed a new slogan in a 
message to theirmen “The last 
enemy, too, will be beaten.” 


NYE SAYS BRITISH EMPIRE 
FACES DISINTEGRATION 


Expects “Unpleasant Foreign Trade 
Experience” If Nazis Win but 
Thinks U. S. Needn’t Worry. 

NEW YORK, April 19 (AP).— 


Senator Gerald P. Nye _ (Rep.), 
North Dakota, predicted at a press 
conference today that the British 
Empire faced. disintegration but 


added that this should cause no 
undue alarm in. this country. 

Britain, he said, had always been 
the strongest economic. competitor 
of the United States. “Fighting 
for every red penny of trade at 
every. crossroads” and “creating 
jealousies and rivalries.” 

The United States could not fare 
worse economically, he added, than 
in the-face of British competition, 
although this country ‘would face 
a “very unpleasant foreign trade 
experience” in event of a Nazi yvic- 
tory 

But, he said: “It can’t*be very 
material because our foreign trade 
involves only 3 per cent of our 
total economic dependence, and we 
ought to more than make that up 
in our own hemisphere.”

HEADS OF EMPIRE 
T0 CONFER ABOUT 
POLICY IN WAR 


Warns Public to Be Pre- 
pared for Reverses. 


LONDON, April 19 (AP).—Ral 
lying the Empire’s leaders to Lon- 
don in the face of -the increasingly 
grave military situation, Britain 
was reported tonight to be arrang- 
ing direct: Dominion collaboration 
with the Cabinet. 


Reliable sources said some Em- 
pire representatives probably 
would. be invited to sit in with 
the Oabinet to give precise infor- 
mation on what the Dominions 
might be able to contribute to any 
particular action and to give ad- 
vice on both offensive and defen- 
sive measures. 

In this way it is hoped to facili- 
tate swift action. 

Already, the Dominion high com- 
missioners are meeting with Brit- 
ish war leaders almost every day. 

Moreover, Australia’s Premier 
Robert Menzies is staying over- 
time on his London visit’ at Prime 
Minister Churchill’s request; New 
Zealand's Premier Peter Fraser is 
en route and Canada and South 
Africa both are expected to. in- 
crease their existing London dele- 
gations.

As yet there.is no formal move 
for an imperial war council, as in 
the..World War, but only this 
month Lord Cranborne, the Domin- 
ions Secretary, told the House of 
Lords the point might be reached 
where -an imperial conference 
“might be not only important but 
essential.”

Mt.. Olympus and Larissa 
Captured, English Blast- 
ing Roads and Bridges 
as They Retreat, Reich 
Sources Say. 


BERLIN, April 19 (AP).—Greece 
is facing a “catastrophe,” the Ger- 
man press jubilantly asserted to- 
night as the high command re- 
ported that the Nazi swastika now 
waves over Mount Olympus, le 
gendary home of the ancient Greek 
gods, and over the important rail 
and road junction city of Larissa, 
on the plain 40 miles to the south. 

The invariable tone of editorial 
comment led political circles to be- 
lieve that the general staff con- 
siders the fall of Greece imminent 
—possibly to come as a fifty-second 
birthday present for Adolf Hitler 
on Sunday. 

Officialdom was more restrained 
in its comment, but the high com- 
mand declared the Southern exits 
of the Greek mountains have been 
taken “in fighting and sharp pur 
suit,” thus throwing the way open 
for wider use of panzer units in 
the more open country southward. 

Wholesale Bombing. 

DNB, the official news agency, 
said the Luftwaffe was almost un- 
hindered-as it subjected troops on 
roads from Larissa and Trikkala 
to terrific dive-bombing attacks. 
“Roads south of Larissa are 
blocked by the burning wrecks of 
trucks and bodies of dead horses,” 
its dispatch said. “The road be 
tween Larissa and Trikkala is cov- 
ered -with wrecked vehicles and 
the bodiés of fallen British.” 

Parallel with the Nazi editérial 
predictions were stories with big 
headlines that the Greek Govern- 
ment had “fled” from Athens. 

This assertion, based on “deduc- 
tions from many signs,” was cou- 
pled with a statement that the late 
Greek Premier Alexandros Korizis 
had remained behind in Athens as 
the only member of the Greek 
Government “in order to make 
peace,” and that the English had 
“eliminated” him because they dis- 
approved of such an endeavor. 

“Whether he was murdered or 
whether his’ demise was caused 
in some other way, doubtlessly he 
was driven to death by the Eng- 
lish,” it was stated. 

(Korizis’ death Friday was a sui- 
cide, it was learned today.) 
Armistice Rumor. 


There was no confirmation here, 
however, of reports from Rome 
that Franz von Papen, German Am- 
bassador to Turkey, was en route 
to Berlin as an intermediary for 
Greece in an armistice application. 

Of the day’s military events, 
strategists apparently placed first 
the reported break through the 
passes between Olympus and the 
Pindus range on the’ west. 

For days these experts have been 
telling inquirers, “once we have 
forced our way through the moun- 
tains the rest will be easier, for 
then we can again use Panzers.

After midnight, the Germans re- 
turned in force. 

Those planes filtering through 
the shell curtain hit a wardens’ 
post, trapping several. 

Persons from various residential 
areas reported bombings, includ- 
ing some who were bombed out 
of their homes Wednesday night. 

The Air Ministry news service 
gave the R. A, F. toll of German 
night bombers over Britain in 
March as 21 and 45 so far in April, 
a total of 66.

Mrs. Temple was talking on the 
telephone as the twister hit her 
house, moved it 40 feet and turned 
it over.

Two Other Farms Struck. 

The tornado struck two other 
farms in the neighborhood. No 
towns were hit. The area is 20 
miles from Fillmore, Mo., damaged 
extensively Thursday night. 

A twister swept through Sanga- 
mon and Jersey counties in Illinois 
in mid-afternoon, damaging build- 
ings at Illiopolis, Thayer and Graf- 
ton and injuring four persons, Sev- 
eral others escaped from a house- 
boat capsized by the wind at a 
Mississippi River landing. 

A snowstorm ranged from West- 
ern Nebraska through Southwest- 
ern Kansas, hampering travel in 
some sections.

The cost of black bread, the sta- 
ple of Russian diet, already has in- 
creased 40 to 50 kopeks (a kopek is 
one-hundredth of a ruble) for a 
two-pound loaf. Butter has ‘gone 
up 25 to 28 rubles a kilogram (a 
little over two pounds), potatoes 60 
to 90 Kopeks a kilogram. 

Restrictions have been placed on 
amounts of food in any single pur- 
chase, but the supply has improved 
generally because the 1940 crop 
was good, the winter comparative- 
ly mild, and there were no compli- 
cations like last winter’s war with 
Finland. . 
Merchandise Prices. 

The prices of merchandise have 
gone up like those of food. Stores 
where formerly it was necessary 
to stand in line for hours to buy 
such articles as clothing now have 
plenty for all comers who can 
bring cash. 

There has been a noticeable im- 
provement in clothing. Most Rus- 
sian women look like shapeless 
bags of meal in winter, with gray 
felt boots, rusty black coats and 
brown shawls wrapped around 
wads of underclothing.

According to confidential reports 
reaching London from the United 
States, the bad news which has 
been coming out of Athens, iro 
and London itself has failed com- 
pletely to arouse Americans in 
general. — 

“The gloom,” says one of these 
confidential reports, referring to 
the past week, “didn’t translate 
itself into alarm for America’s po- 
sition or any nationwide demand 
to speed up aid to Britain, Greece 
or Yugoslavia.” 

Given Wrong Impression. 

This reaction is more’ or less. 
what the British thought it. might 
be, but it is not what they were 
led to expect by prominent Ameri- 
cans who favor immediate active 
participation of the United States 
in the war. These people have con- 
stantly advised the British that bad 
news would stiffen the American 
attitude toward Germany. 

They have insisted that the Brit- 
ish ought to advertise their defeats 
as well as their victories in or- 
der to bring home the seriousness 
of the situation to the United 
States and they have equally in- 
sisted that the propagation of bad 
news would be a good, rather than 
a bad, thing for the British cause. 

The British, while doubting this 
theory, have made some conces- 
sions to it, with the result that 
they have jumped from optimism 
to pessimism in their periodic pub- 
lic appraisals of the _ situation. 
Opinion both here and in the Unit- 
ed States has ‘obviously been con- 
fused by this performance and it 
has not been enlightened, at the 
same time, by 4 sufficiently great 
output of factual information in 
regard to the situation.

The British knew 
better than anvbody else how few 
troops they had there and how 
great the chances were that they 
would be unable to hold _ their 
gains and help Greece at the same 
time. 

When, in fact, the bad news did 
begin to develop, they minimized 
it or remained silent until what- 


ever they had to say about it was / 


no longer interesting to anybody. 
They followed more or less the 
same tactics regarding the Battle 
of the Atlantic, although they well 
knew how desperately serious that 
conflict was going to be. 


Recognize Plight Now. 

With that background, the Brit- 
ish have suddenly been compelled 
to recognize the serious, if not des- 
perate, nature of the situation, The 
reaction of British and American 
public opinion shows that the sud- 
den change in temperature has 


been a little too much for the peo- 


ple to stand. Yet, the situation 
being what it is, there is nothing 
to be done except to keep on giv- 
ing people, here and abroad, the 
bad news in pretty bald terms. If, 
after all, the British don’t do it, 
the public will take its news from 
the Germans. 


What American correspondents 
here hope is that the authorities 
will henceforth make a practice 
of, providing a steady, comprehen- 
sive output of real news, bad as 
well as good. They seemed to 
make a pretty good start on the 
occasion of the big London raid 
last Wednesday, when we were 
able to mention practically every- 
thing except a few matters which, 
understandably, are being kept 
secret.

In Ger- 
many there always will be goose- 
stepping and discipline. But every 
soldier and storm trooper, that is, 
every male over 18, will have an 
annual vacation of-a week or two 
in.

In the breakdown of figures ob- 
tained from County Court records 
the $116,538 engineering fee is 
calculated on the basis of the con- 
struction contract and the contract 
to the engineers, Sverdrup and 
Parcel, who are to receive 7 per 
cent of the cost of the bridge as 
their fee. The contract provides 
that they were to get 4 per cent 
when the construction contract 
was awarded, and the balance 
in monthly payments as the work 
-progressed. Actual construction of 
the bridge began in January. 

Under the terms of their con- 
tract, Bitting, Jones & Co., and G. 
H. Walker & Co. received last 
Nov. 4, $45,000 to reimburse them 
for the traffic survey and the 
legal opinion of Charles and Trau- 
ernicht that the bonds were valid 
obligations. 

In addition to this $45,000 the 
brokers got the spread. between 
what they paid the county for the 
bonds and what the public paid the 
brokers for them.

The contract of Flynn and Gos- 
som. with the County Cou

This. threat seemed fulfilled at 
the end of the month when shore 
batteries at Nemours engaged 
British ships which were trying 
to halt four French vessels con- 
voyed by a torpedo-boat.

Get Fake Champagne. 


The Germans have a great fond- 
ness for champagne and in a cou- 
ple of years they probably will 
have finished off all the stocks in 
France. Most of what they drink, 
however, is a sort of alcoholic gin- 
ger ale, with fake labels pasted on 
the bottles. They hate French 
beer, but they have taken to 
brandy and all the peculiar French 
aperitifs and liqueurs. 

As a special favor the iron disci- 
pline of the army is relaxed a little 
in Paris. The heel-clicking and 
saluting go on, but the officers 
are less brutal and you never see, 
as you can fairly often in small 
towns, an officer beating a man 
to his knees with a stick because 
he didn’t jump fast enough to obey 
an order. ) 

Theoretically, curfew is at mid- 
night, but men in uniform can 
carouse till dawn. They are al- 
lowed to get drunk as often as they 
want. Their only annoyance is that 
they may be called upon at any 
time to form ranks and march 
through the streets singing.

CHICAGO, April 19 (AP).—Sur- 
geons have removed the sympa- 
thetic nervous system of patients 
for the first time in medical his- 
tory, it was announced today.

In Brief Seeks Impounded 
Fund Representing Cut 
in Laclede Rates — 
in 1934. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, april 19.— 
The City of St. Louis filed in Cole 
County Circuit Court here today a 
brief stating that the $1,479,301 
fund impounded in the court, in 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. rate 
and valuation case, belonged en- 
tirely to the company’s customers, 
and should be ordered distributed 
to them. 

The fund accumulated from Nov. 
30, 1934, when the State Public 
Service Commission ordered a 6 
per cent reduction in the com- 
pany’s domestic and commercial 
gas rates, to Sept. 1, 1939, when a 
rate settlement was reached. The 
company, in a plea before the 
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PARKING 
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court last month, claimed the en- 
tire impounded fund, 

A chief matter of controversy 
is the meaning of the State Su- 
preme Court’s action in 19387, in 
remanding the rate case to the 
Circuit Court here for rehearing 
on four points which the city holds 
to have been of minor importance; 
the gas company, however, has 
contended that the court did not 
affirm the rate reduction, hence

These allowances were for general 
overhead, for engineering and su- 
perintendence; accrued deprecia- 
tion; general overhead for: taxes 
during construction and annual de- 
preciation. 

On reconsideration of the points, 
the Commission ruled that they 
did not alter the $39,000,000 valua- 
tion previously reached. The city 
contends this order of the Commis- 
sion, “not having been appealed by 
any party, is conclusive on the 
court.” 

The city’s brief contends that 
the Supreme Court affirmed the 


+ Commission's order, which did not 


prescribe new gas rates, but or- 
dered the company to place such 
rates in effect. The consumers 
who continued to pay the higher 
rate over a period of nearly five 
years, the city holds, should re- 
cover the impounded 6 per cent 
rate difference in full. The fund, 
the city contends, should be or- 
dered returned to the consumers 
“in the préportion in which each 
contributed to the fund, under 
proper supervision of the court.”

Local breeders 
are filling out questionnaires re- 
cently distributed by the Interna- 
tional Federation of Homing Pigeon 
Fanciers to register their birds with 
the Army Signal Corps. 

Starmann, a past president of 
the North End Homing Pigeon 
Fanciers’ Club and an enthusiast 
for 58 years ever since he was a 
boy of seven in Germany, was cer- 
tain that every St. Louis fancier 
would put his loft at the disposal 
of the army. “I supplied pigeons 
during the last war,” he said, “and 
I'll do it again.” 

The registration: questionnaire 
asks for data on breeding capacity 
of lofts and for volunteer loft own- 
ers to co-operate with the Signal 
Corps in handling Messages dur- 
ing maneuvers in their area, Star- 
mann had no doubt that there 
would be a sufficient supply of 
birds. 

There are, apparently, few bot- 
tlenecks in the production of pig- 
eons. “I usually breed about 150 
birds a year,” Starmann explained, 
“but I could easily raise four 
times that many. Already the first 
round this year I have 60 young 
birds. Im an emergency there 
could be 10 breeding rounds 
year.” — 

The average market value of a 
good bird, he said, is $25. He 
showed birds in his home-made 
over his garage.

In what Karl Marx: termed “‘the strife 
between workman and machine,” Dr. Lorwin 
paraphrases the radical Socialist philosopher, 
“the worker is destined to have the worst of 
it until and unless he can free the machine 
from its subservience to ‘capital’ and make it 
the instrument-of free producers working co- 
operatively in-a socially motivated maonomte 
system.” 

Referring to armament programs like that 
which routed unemployment in the Third 
Reich and now is abating it in the United 
States, the study closes on an ominous chord, 
as follows: “If preparation for war and its 
conduct are the only adequate compensatory 
force to the labor-displacing effects of tech- 
nology, then the proposition would be estab- 
lished that only through war ean.the pres- 
ent economic system be operated in such a 
way as to approximate full employment.”

Among Labor-Saving Devices. 


Standardization is listed among potent 
labor-saving devices. The Jantzen knitting 
mills, it is related, formerly produced a 
miscellaneous line of sweaters, coats, caps 
and stockings, but decided to concentrate 
on swimming suits of only one quality. The 
increase of productivity is described as 
“phenomenal.’”’ One operator could now do 
the work of five. 

In 1900 there were 55,000 types of elec- 
trical lamps in the United States. Standard- 
ization of voltages and bases made possible 
the adoption of high-speed machinery which 
practically eliminated hand operations. 

It is estimated that technology cost 186,-. 
640 coal miners their jobs between 1923 and 
1937. Nearly 75,000 were thrown out of 
employment because of substitution of fuel 
oil, natural gas and hydro-electric power, 
which during this period displaced more 
than 800,000,0C0 tons of coal. The wage 
cost of producing a ton of bituminous coal 
is given as $1.27. The fuel equivalents of 
one ton of soft coal are four barrels of fuel 
oil, 20,000 eubic feet of natural gas and 
2000 kilowatt-hours of hydro-electric power. 
The wage costs of these substitutes are cal- 
culated at 68 cents for fuel.oil, 8 cents for 
natural gas and less than 1 cent for hydro- 
electric power.

Labor requirements are said 
to be reduced when ammonia, methanol and 
acetic acid are made by chemical processes. 


Automobiles Painted

Before the first World War, automobiles 
were painted with many coats of natural 
enamels, requiring considerable labor ex- 
penditure and much handling. Since enam- 
els were slow’ to dry, two weelss were need- 
ed to paint acar. The introduction of nitro- 
cellulose lacquers reduced the time from 
weeks to days. ‘Then synthetic enamels ap- 
peared, making only three coats necessary 
instead of 10 and cutting the drying period to 
two hours. Now, with infra-red lamps, the 
time has been reduced to 30 minutes. Each 
step entailed loss of jobs.

The electric welding process has virtually de- 
stroyed the skilled craft of the riveter, and 
through “spot” or ‘‘flash” devices is rapidly 
becoming automatic. A large .majority of 
substations in. the field of electric power 
transmission is operated automatically rather 
than manually. .More than 97 per cent of 
coal for the production of electric power is 
fired by mechanical instead of human 
stokers. : 

Increase of speed in machines is:cited as 
another method for displacing labor. In the 
cotton textile industry, new devices,’ which 
tie their own knots, produce 1200. yards of 
yarn a minute instead of the former 200; 
Improved cigarette-making machines haye 
multiplied the output from’ 700 to 1500°a 
‘minute. 

Precise figures are not available, but it is 
calculated that technology ‘accounted for 
upwards of 3,000,000 unemployed in Feb- 
ruary, 1940. The maxim is laid down that 
“technological unemployment is long-term 
unemployment.” In proof, the report points 
to a study of the jobless in Philadelphia 
which was made by the Works Project Ad- 
ministration. It was found that 48 per cent 
of the men and 34.9 per cent of the women 
had been without private jobs lasting more 
than a month for two years or more; and 
that 29.4 per cent of the men and 19.6 per 
cent of the women had been unable to find 
work for four years or more. 

“Scrapping of skill” is listed as a costly 
effect of the machine. The tendency is to- 
ward the destruction of trained crafts and 
growing use of. semi-skilled labor. Among 
trades said to have been almost completely 
wiped out are those of the stone-cutter, 
wood-carver, potter and glass-blower. In one 
large automobile company, it is stated, 43 
per cent of the workers require only one day 
to learn their jobs, 36 per cent up to eight 
days, 6 per cent up to two weeks, 14 per 
cent from a month to a year and only 1 per

PLAN PEACE NOW 
OR LOSER IN WAR 
MAY BE WINNER, 

EDUCATOR SAYS| 


; Brown U. Head Thinks U.S. ; 
Should Set Up Bureau to 
Prepare ‘Terms — Sug- 
gests Foreign Service’ 
College.

HERE is one {important respect in which 
T war and peace are the same. Each rep- 
resents: a phase of the national will in 
action. It is a fatal error, therefore, not to 
unify the strategy of 
peace and the strat- 


egy of war. 

It is a rare occur- 
rence in war for one 
battle to decide a 
campaign. And many 
a campaign has been 
lost because a. vic- 
tory in - battle .was 
not exploited to the 
full. The tactical ad- 
vantage gained by 
one stroke must. be 
followed up in order 
to achieve the larger 
military purpose. So 
it is, precisely, with 
diplomatic success. 

Two common atti- 
tudes regarding the making of -peace - are 
fundamentally ‘wrong, Nothing in ‘history 
justifies the fatalistic and deféatist view that 
the war makes the treaty. The treaty is the 
product of events during and after the war, 
and of the way minds work upon those 
events. The notion that only the victor can 
have a policy which is effective at the peace 
conference denies the experience of history 
Even the defeated nation may, by foresight 
and skill, fall back in orderly fashion upon 
previously prepared diplomatic positions, 
and by shrewdness and energy greatly —— 
gate the effeets of defeat. 

In 1919 the. Germans could have achieved 
much if they had pursued a different diplo- 
anatic strategy and if their tactical approach 
had been different. Indeed it seems obvious 
that German peace preparations had been 
made too exclusively upon the assumption 
of victory; only in a hasty and extemporized 
manner had the Foreign Office and its ex- 
perts prepared a strategy or considered the 
diplomatic tactics available in defeat. 

The second mistaken attitude regarding 
peacemaking is that brilliant generalizations 
which capture the imagination tan be real- 
ized without hard staff work and intelligent 
diplomatic tactics; both solidly grounded 
upon :study and: intense thought, It is a 
striking and an ominous fact that almost 
every public discussion of the coming peace 
either has been expressed in a fatalisti¢ mood 
or has attempted unreal improvisations. The 
fatalists see a trend in the affairs of the 
world and, aceepting a kind of historical pre- 
destination, see no hope of ‘preventing the 
inevitable new order, whether we like it or 
not. At» the-other. extreme are those who 
would’ immediately “negotiate” while the 
military realities make their improvised 
schemes fantastic:” — 


Wholly Different —— 

Escape from both these morasses depends 
upon a wholly different approach to the 
problem. An analogy with the military 
method of intelleetual preparation for war 
may give hints regarding a method of intel- 
lectual preparation for diplomatic success. 

The, diplomatic service is organized in a 
hierarchy. not unlike the military. It is 
capable; if given the opportunity, of develop- 
ing the same type of morale, a state of 
mutual understanding that does not impair 
initiative, but provides it a clear channel 
through which to flow. Nothing destroys 
imagination, initiative, energy, résourceful- 
ness apd all other desirable qualities so 
quickly and completely as confusion. Co- 
operation; in short, is the product of dis- 
cipline in: mutual understanding of a com- 
mon purpose, not of amiability. It is de- 
¥Yeloped by working together in the consid- 
eration of’ common problems related to that 
purpose. It is facilitated if those prob- 
lems ‘can be worked upon as a major enter- 
prise, father than with a mere fraction of 
the attention of an —— over busdened 
official. 7

For the sake of all the millions 
of souls in Europe, give up sending them 
food which enables Germany to put the 
screws on their already desperate ra- 
tions, while she, Germary, is able to eat 
just so much more herself.

The feeling that the means are jus- 
tified by the end always rises in emergencies. Yet 
it is a philosophy which, if put into practice, leads 
inevitably from one vidlation of citizen liberties to. 
another until freedom of discussion, chipped away 
a blow at a time, fitially crumbles. 

The President now assures the editors that any 
steps leading to such a disastrous cycle will not be 
countenanced. He makes one reservation, but it is a 
necessary one. Matters of military secrecy cannot 
be disclosed. ‘The President obviously hopes this 
restraint will be exercised wisely and voluntarily 
by the press itself. Needless to say, publishers and 
editors will be well advised so to exercise it, 

But responsibilities are also heavy upon the Gov- 
ernment. Upon countless officials of varying un- 
derstanding and disposition will depend the inter- 
pretation of “military secrets.” The only proper 
purpose of suppressing military news is to keep it 
from the hands of the “enemy.” Yet certain officials 
in Washington have forbidden American newspapers 
to publish information -which, in the form of Gov- 
ernment reports in full and free circulation, have 
long been available to any foreign agent. This sort 


as well as the President’s broader free-press policy. 

There is one other danger against which the ad- 
ministration will have to guard itself, Legal sup- 
pression is not the only form of effective press and 
speech censorship. There is moral censorship. Mr. 
Roosevelt must be watchful lest he and those 
around him who believe fiercely in the rightness of 
certain policies lapse into this most subtle but devas- 
tating form of censorship. We cannot tolerate a 
censorship of intimidation any more than we can 
tolerate a censorship of the blue pencil.

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MAYOR BECKER KEEPS COMMISSIONER TUCKER. 


Mayor Becker’s retention of Raymond R. Tucker 
as Commissioner of Smoke Regulation makes the 
very best possible beginning for the new city admin- 
istration. It is no less praiseworthy because it was 
so definitely indicated a month ago as the proper 
thing for Mr. Becker to do in the event of his 
election. 

Commissioner Tucker’s:. role in the civic move- 
ment to free St. Louis from the smoke blight was 
a most important one. He had a key part in the 
actual work of fashioning the solution, and as 
Smoke Commissioner he has borne the responsi- 
bility of enforcement of the ordinance, No one in 
St. Louis has his equipment for this highly spe- 
cialized task—a fact which Mayor Becker so happily 
recognizes.

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MISSOURI AND DEFENSE CONTRACTS. 

The man who told the Legislature last week that 
Missouri is getting not only its fair share of defense 
contracts, but more than its share, was an official 
whose position would normally put him on the oppo- . 
site side of the argument. He is Thomas N, Dysart, 
president of the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce and 
chairman of the State Industrial Commission. 

It is Mr. Dysart’s business to uphold the business 
interests of St. Louis and Missouri. If the State 
were being short-circuited on defense contracts, he 
would be, the first to protest. We can come pretty 
near to closing the case when we find Mr. Dysart

Practical statesmanship requires the United States, now committed 
to British victory, to find out precisely what English are fighting 
for, California editor writes; statement of ends sought is needed 
as protection against revival of power politics when peace comes.

OW America stands committed by law 
to a British victory, and now more 
than ever America needs to know what 
Britain’s war aims are. Seven billion dol- 
lars of American money, taken from Amer- 
ican taxpayers, out of the American Treas- 
ury, is being donated to the British cause. 
If this is sentiment, it is unique in history; 
if it is practical statesmanship, it is about 
time we knew what is going to come of it. 

True, Britain faces her greatest momént 
of crisis with the coming of the spring of- 
fensive; true, she can give only partial at- 
tention to war aims until that crisis is past; 
true, the war must be won before peace can 
actually be established. 

But does that make it impossible for a 
joint Anglo-American committee to begin 
work on plans for post-war reconstruction? 
Does that make it out of the question for 
aid to Britain to be accompanied by a stead- 
ily developing program of war aims? Does 
that make it beyond the bounds of reason 
to ask that we begin to decide, now and 
before the inevitable reaction comes, what 
the democracies want the world to be? 

If some such action is not taken, and 
taken soon, America will rue the day she 
entered upon such a compact as her leaders 


are now devising. 
= . . 


War aims should be stated, and stated 


now, for the protection of American inter- 
ests. Presumably we are not turning our 
entire national economy upside down at a 
cost of billions in money and untold ex- 
penditures in time and energy out of a 
mere fondness for the old school tie. Pre- 
sumably we still retain a little independence 
of thought and action, a little intelligence 
concerning our own best interests. Pre- 
sumably we are still Americans, owing 
allegiance to America, and concerned pri- 
marily with the American welfare, 

Presumably we have some interest in a 
program which will protect that welfare. 
And presumably, having purchased it with 
our seven billion dollars and our uncounted 
man-hours, We have at least a junior part- 
ner’s right to assist in the formulation of 
that program. 

War aims should be stated, and stated 
now as a guarantee that the post-war set- 
tlement will not be sabotaged by a revival 
of European power politics. Temporarily 
in the discard under pressure of attack, 
Europe’s both-ends-against-the-middle pol- 
icy will probably be revived after the war 
unless we can prevent it; the only way we 
can do so is by getting an ironclad contract 
on the record now, before peace returns 
and weasel words come back in fashion. 

If we do not establish such a guarantee, 
we will find ourselves at the conference 


table once more playing the role of a gulli- | 


ble Ali Baba beset by 40 thieves. 

War aims —*— be stated, and — * 
now so that the Anglo-American co-o 
tion upon which a future —————— —* 
society depends will not be destroyed at 
the outset by mutual bitterness and mis- 
trust.

Otherwise, American interests, unguarded 
and unprotected through a too-generous pol-

den conference by thoroughly exhausted 
belligerents, will be nothing but a breeder 
of more wars, and Anglo-American co-op-

post-war differences. 

The world needs a statement of war aims: 
from the democracies. How long must the 
world wait to get it?

upon as an example of labor sav- 
ing through a crowd of small, 
detailed innovations. Figures for 
six representative plants over a 
10-year period show that total pro- 
duction more than doubled, from 
about 300,000,000 to 650,000,000 
pounds, while man-hours dropped 
from 26,000,000 to 21,000,000. 

The entire national economy ex- 
perienced great upward pushes 
from the railroad in the . nine- 
teenth century and the automobile 
in the twentieth, but major depres- 
sions resulted when each industry 
attained the stationary point of 
maturity. Economists are on the 
lookout for some new industry that 
might repeat the stimulus. Among 
those frequently mentioned are 
prefabricated housing, air-condi- 
tioning, television and Diesel 
engines. 


Some Failures. 


About 50 efforts have been made 
to produce prefabricated houses, 
the report objects, and all have 
failed. because none was successful 
in achieving marked reductions of 
cost. Air-conditioning has been 
unable to overcome technical prob- 
lems which prevent it from cre- 
ating a mass market in the resi- 
dential field. Television ‘has not 
solved the difficulty of long-dis- 
tance transmission, according to 
the study, and its perfection would 
involve merely a large degree of 
substitution in the radio industry. 
One of the prime advantages of 
the Diesel engine, it is deciared, is 
economy of labor through substi- 
tution of oil for coal and reduced 
cost of maintenance and repairs. 


Other prospective industries are 
rejected because some are still at 
a primitive stage of development, 
some would take up only a frac- 
tional amount of unemployment, 
and some would actually lessen 
jobs now in existence. These new 
fields are photosynthesis, chemical 
cures for disease, genetics, human 
relations and, mobilization of scien- 
tific knowledge. 


The point is made that 18 im- 
portant new industries since 1879 
have provided direct employment 
for only 1,123,314 workers, or about 
one-tenth of those out of jobs prior 
to the, defense program. 

Low-Price Theory Partly True. 

A fundamental tenet of economic 
thought, the report declares, is 
that over a long-term period tech- 
nological unemployment is offset 
by lower prices of commodities, 
with a resultant increase of pro- 
duction and re-employment. This 
is partly true, the study finds, in 
non-concentrated industries, such 
as furniture and cotton, woolen 
and worsted goods. Here unit la- 
bor requirements and price indices 
have tended to fall together and 
remain parallel. But the picture 
is otherwise in concentrated indus- 
tries, among which are cited iron 
and steel, non-ferrous metals, ce- 
ment, motor vehicles, cigarettes 
and electric light and power. The 
trend in this field since 1919 is 
deciared to have been a precipitate 
fall in labor requirements; while 
prices were kept relatively inflex- 
ible. 

A concentrated industry is de- 
scribed as one in which the four 
largest producers manufacture 
more than one-half its output. 
Among the country’s total indus- 
tries 71.9 per cent were found to 
be “concentrated” under this def-

Belleville Electric Railway ,Co., 
and St. Louis & Alton Railroad 
Co. . 
Trackage owned by the St. Louis 
& Alton Railroad Co. and part 
of the trackage owned by St. Louis 
& Belleville Electric Railway al- 
ready have been -sold to the Mli- 
nois Terminal Railroad. Part of 
the St. Louis & Belleville line is 
used by Union Electric to haul 
coal to its Cahokia power plant. 


Outline of Plan. 


The integrated system recom- 
mended by the SEC attorney would 
include Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri as the parent operating com- 
pany and the following subsidiar- 
ies: Union Electric Co. of Illinois, 
which owns the Cahokia power 
plant and certain East Side prop- 
erties; Mississippi River Power, 
owning and operating the Keokuk 
dam ahd hydro-power plant; Iowa 
Union Electric Co., operating in 
territory adjacent to Keokuk dam,

Preliminary plans of the SEC 
call for retention of only one ma- 
jor integrated operating.system by 
the holding company, which also 
owns operating properties in Mil- 
waukee, Cleveland, Washington, D. 
C., in parts of Illinois and Missouri 
outside the Union Electric area, 
and in Kansas. : 

The Union Electric Co. proper- 
ties constitute the most important 
group in the holding company sys- 
tem in point of total revenue and 
yield of dividends to the parent 
company. 

This group had gross operating 
revenue last year of $34,984,845 and 
paid $5,738,270 in dividends to the 
North American Co. Gross rev- 
enue of the Cleveland properties 
was $32,003,333, and dividends to 
North American Co. were $4,619,- 
770. 

In the St. Louis area North 
American Co. also owns the St. 
Louis County Gas Co., not included 
in the Union Electric System. This 
property’s gross revenue last year 
was $2,475,345, and dividends to 
North American were $426,000. 
North American Co. has informed 
the SEC it would like to dispose 
of this property if in connection

Rest of Proposal. 

Attorney Binford has recom- 
mended that the North American 
Co, divest itself outright of the 
North American Light and Power 
Co. system which includes operat- 
ing properties in Illinois, Missouri 
and Kansas, not included in the 
Union Electric system. Under the 
SEC plan the big holding company 
then would have to choose which 
one of the following systems it 
would retain: Union Electric Co.

“Mr. Churchill used to soften the 
transition from pajamas to street 
clothes by dashing around in shorts 
and undershirt and a bright red 
cummerbund while I ‘trogted be- 
hind him from room to room with 
a pad and pencil struggling to 
keep pace with the torrential flow 
of words.” ; 

An intense worker, Churchill “is 
always in a desperate hurry. The 
slightest delay irritates him be- 
yond measure. In front of a women 
he would never give vent to any 
word stronger than an impatient 
‘damn,’ but I have heard tell he 
has a soldier’s command of profan- 
ity. He will, when put out, mutter 
angrily to himself, and I have even 
seen him stamp his feet like a 
spoiled child. I was quite terrified 
the first time I witnessed one of 
these explosions, 


Always Penitent Afterward. 


“He was always very penitent 
after such outbursts. Mr. Churchill 
is not the sort of man to apologize 
to anyone, but he would go out of 
his way to say something appreci- 
ative and his whole manner made 
you feel he was ashamed of his bad 
behavior.” 

Though Churchill works best 
while smoking in bed, his capacity 
to concentrate is such that on a 
train or in the midst of family in- 
terruptions he can “achieve a state 
‘tof childlike absorption, The world 
around him ceases to exist.” 

“Many of his problems he solves 
by arguing ‘the pros and cons 
aloud to himself. On one occasion 
I heard what seemed to be a heat- 
ed discussion from the living room, 
where only a moment before I had 
left Mr. Churchill alone, seated in 
an arm chair by the fireplace. Re- 
membering a warning about unan- 
nounced visitors, I dashed into the 
room, I found him quite alone, 
pacing up and down with his head 
sunk between his shoulders talking 
to himself. 

“His memory is encyclopedic. I 
once reminded him that on a cer- 
tain night several years earlier I 
had sat directly behind him and 
Mrs. Churchill in the stalls of a 
London theater. Immediately his 
eyes brightened, his whole face lit 
up. ‘I remember,’ he said excit- 
edly, ‘I remember perfectly. It 
was the American play, “Lady Be 
Good,” with the Astaires. An ex- 
cellent show.’ And ‘he gaily broke 
into one of its hit songs and fol- 
lowed it up with others.” 


How He Composes a Speech. 


All Churchill's qualities of en- 
ergy, concentration and memory 
go into his composition of a 
speech. “I can see him now, pac- 
ing-slowly up and down the room, 
his hands clasped behind his back, 
his head sunk forward in deep 
thought, slowly and haltingly dic- 
tating the beginning of a speech 
or an article. He whispers phrases 
to himself, carefully weighing each 
word ,and striving to make his 
thoughts balance. Nothing may 
be put down until it has been test- 
ed aloud and found satisfactory. 

“A happy choice brings a glint 
of triumph to his eye. A poor 
one is instantly discarded. He 
will continue to search until every 
detail of sound, rhythm and har- 
mony is to his liking. Sometimes 
there are long halts, during which 
he patiently sounds out a phrase 
a dozen times, this way and that, 
making the cigar in his hand serve 
as a baton to punctuate the 
rhythm of his words.” 

Churchill’s success as an orator 
has been achieved in spite of a na- 
tive stutter and a palate defect 
that caused him to lisp. “He has 
never fully cured the lisp, I found 
it pronounced all the time I took 
dictation from him. And the stut- 
ter still breaks out whenever he is 
excited.” By hard work Churchill 
has managed to eradicate these 
defects from his diction when 
speaking publicly. 

The Prime Minister has laid his 
achievement in oratory and com- 
position to the fact that “at 13 I 
passed to the bottom of the bottom 
form at Harrow. This gave me a 
splendid advantage over the 
brighter boys. You see,while_ the 
others were learning Latin and 
Greek, we dunces were taught only 
English. So I. really got a good 
grasp of English construction, 
which is a very fine thing to 
know.” 

Busy Even When Resting. 

Churchill naps easily between 
work periods, but seldom relaxes 
in the ordinary sense of the word, 
Relaxation for him means direct- 
ing his intense energies to journal- 

c jobs, study of history, brick- 
laying, painting, or cooking, about 
all of which he is extremely en- 
thusiastic. _ 

“On a week end at Bernard 
Baruch’s South Carolina plantation 
Mr. Churchill did, as a matter of 
fact, manage to modify somewhat 
his normal busy routine. He went 
crabbing with his host, spent part 
of the mo discussing world

and played more backgammon 
than usual, 

“But in the three days we were 
there he drafted a series of articles 
for an American magazine, dashed 
off another article for a British 
newspaper and dictated a score of 
letters. That is Mr. Churchill's 
idea of a holiday. : 

“Painting seemed to me to be his 
favorite form of relaxation, Wher- 
ever he goes he carries a portable 
easel. ‘It is a delightful amuse- 
ment,” he says of his hobby. ‘It 
would be a pity to shuffle through 
one’s playtime with golf and bridge 
when there is close at hand a won- 
derful new world of art and craft.’” 

“At his place, Chartwell Manor 
in Kent, Mr. Churchill built with 
his own hands dams, rock gardens 
and miniature waterfalls. He built 
cottages and garden walis. He 
even forced his week-end guests to 
don overalls and assist him. For 
the good of their souls, he said. 


“When the bricklayers’ union 
protested against his non-union 
labor, he solemnly filled out a 
union card and applied for mem- 
bership. He was accepted and duly 
paid his subscription of 5 shillings 
by check. 

“Easily Pleased With the Best.” 

“Mr. Churchill is an epicure. A’ 
lecture manager, making prepara- 
tions to receive him in America, 
once consulted an official of the 
British Embassy in Washington 
about his client’s tastes in food 
and drink. 


“*'Mr. Churchill’s tastes are very 
simple,’ the official replied. ‘He 
is easily pleased with the best of 
everything.’” 

Himself a capable cook, Church- 
ill “enjoys ordering a meal as much 
as eating it. His face lights up, 
his whole personality expands and 
he concentrates on the menu as 
though planning an important mil- 
itary campaign. He seems to savor 
the dishes as he names them and 
explains very painstakingly how 
he wants everything done. The 
making of salad dressing becomes 
quite a solemn ritual when per- 
formed by Mr, Churchill.” 


Good drink is also a source of 
pleasure for the Prime Minister. 
“At home or on travel, at work or 
on holiday, he drinks a glass of 
dry. sherry. at mid-morning and a 
small bottle of claret or Burgundy 
at lunch. He sometimes takes port 
after lunch and always after din- 
ner. It is at this time that his 
conversation is most brilliant. 


“In the late afternoon he calls 
for his first whisky and soda of 
the day. “Unlike most English- 
men, he drinks it with ice. He 
likes a bottle of champagne. After 
the ritual of port he sips the very 
finest of Napoleon brandy. When 
I was with him he always traveled 
with several boxes of long, very 
strong-smelling and very expen- 
sive Havana cigars. He smoked 
about 15 of them a day, but threw 
each away after he had got the 
best out of it. 

“Knack for Looking Crumpled.” 

“Mr. Churchill’s appearance is 
inclined to be sloppy, but not for 
want of valeting. His suits are 
cleaned and pressed every day and 
his shoes are carefully shined. It 
is simply that he has a knack 
for looking crumpled. 

“Everything in his wardrobe is 
plain but of the very best quality. 
His lounge suits are dark, usually 
with a pin stripe. In London he 
wears a black coat and gray 
striped trousers and curious but- 
toned boots with light cloth to 
He wears fine-spun hina aelnoad 
silk pajamas, white silk shirts and 
silk underwear. Here he allows 
himself a dash of color and favors 
pink for his shorts.” 

A man of rich enthusiasm and 
appetite for life, Churehill does 
things strenuously and §savors 
things fully. “He never really 
walks, but always seems to canter. 
I believe he has an exception- 
ally keen visual sense. He 
takes an artist’s delight in 
beauty, line and color. When he 
sees a beautiful woman, his face 
lights up with. pleasure and ad- 
miration.” 

Indicative of Churchill’s entire 
vigorous pleasure in life is his de- 
light in riding, always his favorite 
sport and one at which he was an 
expert when younger. “ ‘Don’t give 
your son money,’ he counsels par- 
ents. ‘Give him. horses. No one 
came to grief, except honorable 
grief, through riding. No hour of 
life is lost that is spent in the 
saddle. Young men have often been 
ruined through owning horses or 
through backing them, but never 
through riding them. Unless, of 
course, they break their necks, 
which, taken at a gallop, is a very 
good death to die.”

Congressmen Propose Dou- 
bled Basic Rate, General 
‘Sales Levy —House 
Hearings Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP). 
—An 8 per cent basic income. tax 
rate and a general sales levy were 


and Means.Committee arranged to 
start consideration of new revenue 
legislation Monday. 

The Treasury has fixed $3,500,- 
000,000 as the amount of new money 
to be raised in the forthcoming 
tax bill and congressional author- 
ities generally agreed that this 
would mean sharply increased bur- 
dens .on all groups of taxpayers. 
The basic income tax now is 4 
per cent, but taxpayers, after fig- 
uring their tax by the normal 
method, must add 10 per cent as 
a specia] defense levy. Thus the 
rate becomes in actuality 44 per 


cent, 

Several Proposals. ’ 
Several legislators reported that 
an .increase to 8 per cent—but 
without the extra 10 per cent add- 
ed to tax bills—was under consid- 
eration. Another proposal was 
said to involve. raising the basic 
tax to 6 per cent and increasing 
surtaxes sharply. Surtaxes now 
start at 4 per cent on net income 
in excess of $4000. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Idaho, 
suggested that the tax rate should 
be placed even higher than 8 per 
cent and that a sales tax might 
well be levied. 

“We've voted the money for war 
and now we've got to raise it,” 
he told reporters. 

Senator Reynolds (Dem.), North 
Carolina, expressed a similar view 
and asserted that a sales tax 
should be given “serious consid- 
eration.” 

“We have no right to pass our 
bills along to our children and our 
children’s children,” he continued. 
“We must start paying now.” 

One congressional authority said 
the new tax bill might wipe out the 
10 per cent credit now allowed for 
“earned income,” That would mean 
that a salaried individual would be 
taxed on all his income other than 
that exempted because of depend- 
ents. 

House Committee Called. 

Chairman  Doughto (Dem.), 
North Cardlina, called the House 
Ways and Means Committee to 
hear Treasury officials “make sug- 
gestions” about the new tax. 

Doughton said the new legisla- 
tion “probably” would involve a 
revival of several “nuisance” taxes 
imposed during the World War. 
These included levies on soft 
drinks, railroad tickets and insur- 
ance policies. 

In other quarters, it was said 
that the corporation income tax 
rate might be increased from 24 to 
30 per cent, existing exemptions 
of $2000 for married persons and 
$800 for single individuals lowered, 
and liquor, tobacco, automobile 
and gasoline taxes raised. 

Two members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee—Dis- 
ney (Dem.), Oklahoma, and Wood- 
ruff (Rep.), Michigan—said that 
any new tax measure should be ac- 
companied by economies in Fed- 


eral expenditures. Disney sug-’ 


gested specifically that Congress 
might knock out the $200,000,000 
Federal aid allotment for high- 
ways, eliminate postal subsidies 
and reduce expenditures of the 
National Youth Administration,

service officer. is denied an oppor- 
tunity, after he has had experience 
and has reached maturity, to re- 
flect upon the experience of the 
past. He needs time to study its 
relationship to the old problems 
which seem new because they are 
always assuming. novel forms. 


The Under-Secretary of State in 
January, 1940, was made head of 
a special committee to consider 
the extraordinary problems arising 
from the present conflict. The 
vice-chairman was the former Am- 
bassador to Germany, a seasoned 
career diplomat. Since that time 
no public announcement has been 
made regarding the work of the 
committee. The vice-chairman, 
however, retired from government 
service at the end of 1940. 


Two Pertinent Observations. 


Two observations seem perti- 
nent. The first is that the chief 
responsibility was placed on the 
principal professiona] officer of 
the department, one of the ablest, 
but also one of the most hard- 
pressed officials in Washington. It 
would be beyond human energy to 
expect him to organize his urgent 
—and. increasingly urgent—daily 
tasks in such a way as to leave 
any significant portion of his time 
free for the calm and reflective 
consideration of the strategy and 
tactics by which fundamental 
American policies may be effectu- 
ated at the future peace confer- 
ence. 

The second observation is that 
since January, 1940, the dimen- 
sions of the problem have grown 
enormously, and the relationship 
of the United States to the prob- 
lem has been profoundly altered. 
The United States has radically 
altered its policy and has adopted 
an openly interventionist and only 
thinly veiled non-belligerent posi- 
tion. 


All these developments have cat- 
apulted into the lap of the com- 
mittee a vast number of new is- 
sues, and have also made it a 
virtual certainty that the United 
States wil] be forced, for the pro- 
tection of its own interests, to en- 
gage in the conference that fits 
the international world together 
after the war. Indeed the plain 
import of the President’s message 
to Congress on Jan. 6, 1941, is that 
the United States plans to partici- 
pate in the conference which will 
liquidate the war. 


Ever-Widening Problems. 


The dimensions of the problems 
of foresight have now grown so 
great as to require a review of the 
situation. When the committee 
was established it was a sound 
procedure. Now circumstances 
have altered so radically that a 
corresponding revision of the plan 
is inevitable. —— 


There needs to be an insistent 
reminder that if the fruits of war 
are not to be lost, there should 
be as much technical preoccupa- 
tion with the coming peace as 
with the conduct of the war. It is 
not intelligent to pour out human 
life and great treasure, to impov- 
erish the race, physically, cultural- 
ly, and -economically, and to reap 
no harvest but destruction. Then 
indeed, as Briand said, no one is 
victor; then in truth all share de- 
feat. The only chance that the 
fruits of victory may be less bit- 
ter than gall is through foresight, 
through careful attention to the 
shape of things. to come. To in- 
sist that thought must wait until 
the war’s end is to deny any mean- 
ing to the war at all. Unless war 
is to be reduced to senseless vio- 
lence, foresight is essential. 


Time to Prepare Is Now. 


The time to prepare for peace is 
now. Its problems should be at- 
tacked upon a scale commensurate 


with the urgency and significance 


of the enterprise. The entire tech- 
nical section of the American dele- 
gation to the coming peace con- 
ference should be organized in 
skeleton outline at once. Profit- 
ing from the experience gained in 
preparing for the Paris and Wash- 
ington conferences, the new unit 
should be a special division of the 
Department of State, under the 
direction of a seasoned foreign 
service officer. He should be a 
man of energy, imagination, and 
administrative capacity, thorough- 
ly familiar with departmental pro- 
cedure. 


The chiefs of sections in the 
special division should so far as 
possible be foreign service offi- 
cers, or officials borrowed from 
other departments. These men 
are familiar with the channels 
of action by which “the chief” can 
be made aware of what has been 
prepared for his use. They know 
the technique of drawing proposals 
down to manageable proportions,

First Work to Be Done. 


After its establishment, the first 
topic of inquiry should be what 
other Government agencies ought 
to have representatives upon the 
staff of the peace commission, For- 


has laid the foundation by its con- 
tacts with several. Government 
agencies. When the study is com- 
plete, personnel should be borrowed 
immediately from. each, and the 
plan of organization worked out, 
not only on a blueprint, but. it 
should be tried out, and modified 
from time to time in order to see 
that the most efficient setup is at- 
tained. 

Following the study of the bor- 
rowings necessary from other Gov- 
ernment departments, a second 
basic enterprise should: be the pre- 
paration: of manuals on the or- 
ganization of a conference, the 
American commission in particu- 
lar, and the preparation of agenda. 
No failure at Paris was more con- 
spicuous, perhaps none contributed 
so much to its unsatisfactory fea- 
tures as the failure to develop a 
compact organization and a clear 
program of items to consider. 

The essential function of the 
proposed special division would 
not be to gather information. Data 
on almost any subject the peace 
conference will touch are avail- 
able in bewildering quantities. The 
real task is to sift, evaluate, and’ 
interpret, The approach to this 
effort should be of the same gen- 
eral character as the advanced 
work at the Naval War College. 
We do not think it extraordinary 
for the. navy to detach officers | 
from active operations to seek in- 
tellectual’ solutions for possible or 
even probable military situations 
which may arise in the future. In 
the same way it is now possible 
to foresee and ‘identify emerging 
diplomatic issues, and to under- 
take the severe intellectual work 
of analyzing, defining and consid- 
ering ‘alternative solutions, 


Authoritative Handbooks. 


The result of these studies 
should be reported in brief but 
authoritative handbooks. Even 
more essential, however, would be 
draft statements of policy, cast in 
alternate forms, providing explicit 
choices of clearly conceived action 
in different ciftcumstanhces — in- 
cluding a not wholly satisfactory 
military outcome. Such statements 
should be extremely short, depend- 
ing upon clarity rather than bulk. 
To express. something complex 
with precision and brevity is hard 
intellectual work. It cannot be 
done in haste; it requires reflec- 
tion. It must be done, not once 
but many times, each reformula- 
tion getting the whole into more 
compact compass, stating it in 
plainer and simpler terms, making 
more precise its definition of the 
interest of the United States, and 
exactly what obligations are in- 
volved in the protection or imple- 
mentation of that interest, 


If the task of the special peace 
division is. well done, there would 
be full assurance that the plenipo- 
tentiaries to the future ‘conference 
would be, well advised. There 
would be available to the commis- 
sions and committees not only ex- 
perts, but men experienced in dip- 
lomatic protocol and the exigen- 
cies of negotiation. It would not 
be necessary to transform scholars 
over night into negotiators and 
drafting officers as at Paris. They 
did extraordinarily well then, con- 
sidering the circumstances, but it 
is not fair to them or to American 
interest again to attempt such a 
swift and drastic change in func- 
tion. 


Foreign Service College. 


‘The problem of setting up the 
proposed special division would be 
greatly facilitated if the foreign

- Construction contracts awarded 
in the St. Louis-East St. Louis 
metropolitan area in the first quar- 
ter of this year incr 42 per 
cent over the total ‘for the same 
period in 1940, Carl S. Bennett, om 
Louis manager of Dodge Reports, 
said yesterday. The St. Louis-Hast 
St. Louis metropolitan area in- 
cludes St. Louis, St. Louis: County 
and Madison and St. Clair coun- 
ties, Illinois. 

Contracts awarded for all types 
of construction in the January- 
through-March period amounted to 
$19,716,000, which was approxi- 


mately $13,920,000, more than the 
total for the corresponding period 
last year. 

Residential building contracts 
for the three-months’ period totaled 
$9,183,000 for a 67 per cent gain 
over $5,483,000, the 1940 figure. 

Non-residential building con- 
tracts awarded in the first quar- 
ter were valued at $5,708,000, This 
was an increase of 41 per cent 
over $4,047,000, the three-months’ 
record for last year. 

‘Contracts for engineering con- 
struction by governmental agencies 
and utilities awarded in the first 
quarter of 1941 amounted to $4,- 
825,000. for an increase of 10 per 
cent over $4,390,000, thé January- 
through-March total in, 1940. 


At tne close of the three-months’ 
period the combined total for all 
types of construction in Eastern 


Missouri, Southern Illinois, West- 
ern Tennessee and Arkansas was 
$60,043,000. This was 41 per cent 
better than the corresponding $42,- 
415,000 of last year. The total for 
March was $26,488,000 compared 
with $16,429,000 in March: 1940. 

A comparison of private and pub- 
lio ownership included in_ the 
construction program showed that 
72 per cent of the non-residential 
contract valuation in the three 
months was under private owner- 
ship and that 69 per cent of the 
residential was privately owned. 
Engineering construction by the 
governmental agencies and _ the 
utilities pulled the average down. 
Here, 81 per cent was under pub- 
lic ownership. The three-months’ 
averages for all classification was 
47 per cent privately owned and 


53 per cent publicly owned,

FOR BETTER ROADS 
10 DEFENSE PLANTS 


County Planning Board Wants 
Such Places Easily 
Accessible, 


Improvements of streets, high- 
ways and transportation far lities 
to make defense plants more ac- 
cessible than they are now was 
recommended by the St. Louis 


County Planning Commission in a 
report made public last night. 

“There does not now appear to 
be any serious housing problem in 
St. Louis County,” the commis- 
sion said. If transportation im- 
provements were made, the report 
said, sufficient housing accommo- 
dations for employes of the de- 
fense plants could be provided by 
private enterprise without any ex- 
traordinary public expense for ex- 
tension of sewers, enlargement of 
schools or provision of more po- 
lice and fire protection. 

It is estimated that 22,500 per- 
sons will be employed in the new 
Curtiss-Wright airplane plant at 
Lambert-St. Louis airport, the TNT 
plant at Weldon Springs, St. 
Charles County, and the small 
arms ammunition plant at Bircher 
and Goodfellow boulevards. 


Improvements Suggested. 

Highway improvements suggest- 
ed to make these more accessible 
were: 

Widening and improving Nat- 
ural Bridge road from the Nor- 
mandy wedge to Lambert Field 
and elimination of “he bottle- 
neck at Pine Lawn, in accord- 
ance with plans drawn by the 
State Highway Department. This 
could be accomplished more’ 
quickly and at, less expense than 
building the proposed superhigh- 
way now under consideration, 
the commission said. 

Improving and extending Lil- 
ian (or Melrose) avenue to 
Florissant road to relieve con- 
gestion on Natural Bridge and 
make residential areas in Fer- 
guson and Florissant more ac 
cessible to the small arms am- 
munition plant. 

Extension of Frost avenue 
from Fiorissant road to Lind- 
bergh boulevard to provide an- 
other route to Lambert Field and 
make Jennings and Ferguson 
housing more accessible than at 
present. 

Connection and improvement 
of Woodson, Lakeman and 
Brown roads. 

Extension of Wise road from 
St. Charles Rock road to Nat- 
ural Bridge. 

Extension of North and South 
road from Midland to Natural 
Bridge. 

Extension of Page avenue; con- 
nect it with United States High- 
way 40 west of the waterworks. 

Needed Eventually. 

The commission said all the im- 
Sa | ini would be needed 
eventually and construction now 
would not result in any waste or 
loss in the future. 

The St. Louis County Bus Co.

SCHOOL CUSTODIANS | 


TO HAVE MERIT TESTS: 


Three Named to Commission 
to Examine Them, Matrons 
and Engineers. 


The first step toward adoption 
of a merit system for school cus- 
todians, matrons and engineers— 
appointment of a commission to 
conduct examinations for those 
jobs—was announced last night by 
President Max G. Baron of the 
Board of Education. 

For 17 years, rules governing 
the hiring and promotion of school 
custodians have been ignored. Au- 
ditors reported to the School Board 
a year ago that this was “appar- 
ently in direct violation of the 
law.” 

Baron said: “We have a merit 
system for 90 per cent of our em- 
ployes—teachers and building de- 
partment workers, Now that sys- 
tem should be put into effect to 
the fullest possible extent.” 

He named to the examining 
board for custodians Dr. J. Leslie 
Purdom, principal of Adams 
School; J. D. Moles, principal of 
Field School, and Joseph P. Sul- 
livan, Building Commissioner. 

For at least two years no new 
custodians have been hired, Baron 
said. In line with a Strayer sur- 
vey recommendation, the number 
of custodians and matrons was 
reduced by 65. 

About 550 custodians and 50 
matrons and engineers now are 
employed in the schools. 

Baron also announced appoint- 
ment of new School Board com- 
mittees. Changes were made 
necessary by the election of three 
new members. 

Dr.. Rudolph Hofmeister, former 
chairman of the Auditing and Sup- 
plies Committee, was named head 
of the Building Committee. He re- 
placed Edward A. Ferrenbach, de- 
feated for re-election. Another 
member of that committee who 
failed of re-election,. John J. 
(Duke) Sheahan, was replaced by 
John A. Fieischli. Thomas F. 
Quinn was reappointed. 

To the Finance Committee, head- 
ed by Dr. Francis C. Sullivan, 
Baron appointed two new members, 
Charlies J. Dyer and Mrs, Irma 
Friede. Dyer replaced Hugo Wur- 
dack, defeated in the election, and 
Mrs. Friede replaced Harry Pohl- 
man, who had been serving on two 
committees. ’ 

James J, Fitzgerald was named 
head of the Auditing and Supplies 
Committee. Another new board 
member, William Schumacher, will 
serve on that committee with Rich- 
ard Murphy. The Instruction Com- 
mittee remained the same, with 
Fleischli as chairman and Mark 
D. Eagleton and Pohiman as mem- 
bers.

She’s 
known as an editor who can cut 
copy well—one of the hardest jobs 
in the business. 

Connie believes any writer who 
is good can be published, and any- 
body who's talented can make a 
living by writing. 

She’s the girl who told Richard 
Sherman, who later wrote “To 
Mary, With Love,” that he could 
make a living by writing. Once 
after that conversation, while she 
was with Harold Ober, six of Sher- 
man’s stories were sold in five con- 
secutive days.

Candle grease: scrape off as 
much wax as possible, then put 
blotting paper under and over 
spot and apply a warm tron. 

Chewing gum: Can be removed 
with denatured alcohol or carbon 
tetrachloride. 

Fruit stains, wine stains, tea 
and coffee: Oar usually be re- 
moved by spreading stained part 
over bowl and pouring boiling 
water cver the spot. If stain is 
obstinate, cover with borax or 
glycerine before using water. The 
combination chemicals mentioned 
oe may be used if bleaching 


necessary. 

Iron rust stains: Can be re- 
moved by cream of tartar or 
oxalic acid solution. Another 
remedy is to use a mixture of 
lemon juice and salt spread over 
the spot and then hold it over 
the spout of a steaming water 
kettle. 

Ink: First try washing out as 
much as possible with lukewarm 
water. Then apply diluted oxalic 
acid and then ammonia, finally 
washing the spot to remove the 
chemical.

‘FOR CLEANING furniture 
the very finest method is to wipe 
off the wood with a cloth wrung 
out of white soap and water and 
then thoroughly dry. Then rub 
with a hard wax to achieve a fine 
patina. If you desire a polish, an 
excellent one can be made from 
two-thirds boiled linseed oil to one- 
third turpentine which, after being 
allowed to penetrate, is rubbed off 
with a soft cloth. Ordinary 
scratches on wood can be removed 
by rubbing with a broken piece of 
nut meat. White spots that have 
not penetrated the finish may be 
removed by rubbing rapidly with 
a cloth wrung out of ammonia and 
then immediately rubbing the spre 
with an oiled cloth. Sometimes, if 
done immediately after spots oc- 
cur, they may be removed with cut 
lemon or a little vinegar in cold 
water. Camphorated oil is another 
good remedy for these white spots. 
There are many excellent clean- 
ers for such various metals as cop- 
per, brass, and pewter on the mar- 
ket and there are also several good 
home remedies. A paste may be 
made of one pint of hot water, one- 
half cup soap flakes, three table- 
spoons whiting and two table- 
spoons oxalic acid (or vinegar) to 

clean brass or copper.

Miss Dorothy Petrov, a 21-year-old St. Louis office girl, has 
read “Kitty Foyle.” and while she thinks it “cute,” also thinks it 
doesn’t represent the life of the white collar girl as she knows it 
or sees it around her. She has a lot of fun, lives comfortably, 
and engages in a remarkable number of activities, as many or 
more, probably, than many a debutante. 

Dorothy herself doesn’t think she's the average in her 
activities, but she is typical of the girl who makes the most of 
“her opportunities.

SYMBOL of the awakening of the United 


States, of the end of the disarmament 

era, of the beginning of a period of 
unlimited armament and of a revolution in naval 
architecture, the U. S. S. North Carolina is almost 
ready to lie in the fleet's battle line and slug it 
out to the end with any enemy. This pride of 
the navy, commissioned at Brooklyn Navy Yard 
April 9, is the first of 17 American battleships 
either under construction or authorized, the first 
battle wagon to be built in this country in 18 
years, the first major unit in the rush program 
to achieve a two-ocean “navy that may be able 
to seek out and destroy any enemy fleet or fleets 
that may threaten this nation. 

There still remains some work to be done on 
the North Carolina, principally on the fire control 
system, and it probably will be July before 
dreadnaught completes sea trials, is shaken 
down and ready to join the fleet. Standard 
displacement is given as 35,000 tons, but the ship 


- will displace much more than that at full load 


and ready for sea duty. A long, sleek, two-stack 
craft, carrying nine 16-inch rifles in three turrets 
(two forward and one aft) and 20 dual purpose 
fiveinchers in 10 high-angle double turrets, 
the North Carolina is thought to be about as 
heavily armored as the Maryland class (formerly 
our most powerful battleships) and capable of a 
speed that will be six to nine knots faster than 


the 2]-knot Maryland. The North Carolina, 


besides displacing 2500 more tons than the 
Maryland, is 704 feet long (80 feet longer ‘than 


-the Maryland) and has a 108-foot beam (10.5 


feet. more than the Maryland and just small 
enough to squeeze through the Panama Canal). 
In comparison with the latest battleships and 


‘battle cruisers of other nations, the North 


Carolina is a fine ship although it cannot be said 
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she is either the largest, the fastest, the most 
powerful or even the best protected. Britain‘s 
21-year-old battle cruiser Hood, displacing 42,100 
tons, is the biggest warship afloat and possibly 
the fastest. But she carries. only eight 15-inch 
guns and is lightly armored.  Italy‘s recently 
completed Littorio class battleships (two of which 
have been reported badly damaged and one may 
even have been sunk) are 35,000-tonners also, 
but are lightly armored and carry only nine 
15-inch guns and 12 three-inch. They may be a 
knot. or so faster than the North Caroling. As 
for the new King George V which visited the 
United States a few weeks ago, she is consider. 
ably less powerful than the North Carolina. 
mounting only 10 14-inch guns (which throw 
1560-pound shells as compared to 2300-pound 
shelis hurled by the North Carolina), carrying a 
smaller secondary battery, less heavily protected 


but possibly being a couple of knots faster. 
. Little is known of the two Japanese battleships 
that are expected to go into service in December 
but it is said that the two German battleships. 
Tirpitz and Bismarck, are perhaps as well or 
better protected than the North Carolina and a 
little faster. However, they carry only éight 
lS-inch guns in their main batteries. The 
outstanding feature of the German ships is their 
beam of 118 feet which is excellent evidence of 
extraordinary water-line armor and of good 
compartmentation to minimize effects of mine or 
torpedo damage. 


But naval experts in the United States point 
out that the North Carolina’s broadside; .which 
could be hurled accurately for 32,000 yards, 
20,700 thes of steel as compared to the 14,800 
‘that would come from the Tirpits or Bismarck 
and it is frequently only the 16-inch shel! that 
can make a penetrative hit on good armor.

IVEN a fortuitous timeliness by 
recent developments in the 
European war, a loan exhibi- 

tion of ancient Greek coins opened 
last Tuesday at the City Art Museum 
and will continue until May 15. The 
coins, numbering about 150, were 
borrowed from several St. Louis 
collections, principally the Wulfing 
Collection of Washington University, 
and are on view in Gallery P, on the 
ground floor of the museum. Of 
gold, silver and bronze, the pieces of 
money have rough, irregular out- 
lines, and their designs reflect Greek 
sculptural trends current when the 
coins were made. The designs were 
stamped by pressing the metal discs, 
when hot, between dies with 

hammer blows. Displayed with the 
coins are enlarged photographs of 
them, which bring out details of their 
artistry. Shown on this page are 
selections from these photographs.
